3* Prior to leaving for Brazil, Rudel met Hesse Landtag member Derichsveiler (fnu) 
in Frankfurt before the latter left the KDP and Joined the FVP* Derichsyeiler 
had agreed to arrange a meeting hetveen Rudel and £ice Chancello^ FranS^Bluecher 
and Bundestag member August-MartlfrEuler* However, Rudel left for Brazil before 
this meeting could take place.
